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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


April and May 1971 indicators for the provincial agriculture industry show generally fa- 
vourable conditions. Alberta farmers cash receipts in the first four months of the year were 
approximately equalto January - April 1970 receipts. Shipments of wheat from Alberta country 
elevators in May increased dramatically from recent months and were 25% greater than ship- 
ments in May 1970. The recently announced large wheat sales to the U.S.S.R. should further 
improve shipments and farm cash receipts from this source. The long term outlook, however, 
is complicated by the lifting of grain trade restrictions between the United States and communist 
countries. 

Alberta manufacturing shipments in the first quarter of 1971 were up 1.4% in value from 
first quarter 1970 shipments. Gross sales of packing plants rose 1.1% while value of exports 
increased 6.3% over last year. 

Total value of construction workin the province during 1971 is forecast to be $1, 726 mil- 
lion as compared to $1, 698 million in 1970 and $1,608 million in 1969. Of this total, building 
construction will comprise $724 million and engineering construction $1, 002 million. 

The value ofbuilding permits issuedin Albertatothe end of April totalled $134.5 million, 
an increase of 14.6% over the value of permits issued in the same period last year. Prelimi- 
nary figures indicate that the value of permits issued in May was double that of May 1970. The 
increase is due mainly to a rise in the value of residential permits issued this year. 

Coal production in the firstfour months of 1971 was valued at $13.7 million as compared 
to $6. 1 million in the same period of 1970. Rising demand, both foreign and domestic, should 
resultinfurther increases in production and value. Production of crude oil was up approximate- 
ly 5% in the first quarter of 1971. The value of production was $305 million, up from $257 mil- 
lion the previous year. Pulpwood production decreased drastically during the period due toa 
strike of loggers; work was resumed early in June. 

Consumer spending shows signs of responding to the relaxation of tight money conditions 
as retailtradein March registered a 7.5% increase over lastyear. Sales ofmotor vehicle deal- 
ers in particular reflected changing consumer spending patterns asthe value ofsales rose more 
than $10 million from the February figure. 

Wholesale trade in the first four months of 1971 was 3.3% above the corresponding peri- 
od last year. The largest dollar increase occurred in sales of auto supplies and equipment. 

The consumer price index for Edmonton - Calgary moved up by 0.2% in May. At 127.6 


it was 2.3% higher than the May 1970 index of 124. 7.

Total operating revenue of urban transit companies in Alberta providing public passen-. 
ger service by means of motor buses and/or trolley coaches was $13.1 million in 1969. Op- 
erating expenses for the year totalled $14.5 million. Revenue passengers increased from 60. 2 
million in 1968 to 62.7 million in 1969. The average number of employees of the transit com- 


panies for the year was 1,097. Salaries and wages amounted to $8. 4 million.

A totalof 64,398 accidents were reported to the Workmens Compensation Boardin 1970, 
a decrease of 3,357 from the 1969 total of 67,755. There were 118 fatalities during the year, 
down from 130 the previous year. The number of employers registered with the Board at De- 


cember 31, 1970 was 25,342, The estimated assessable payroll in the province at the end of 


1970 was $2. 1 billion. 


Full-time enrollmentin publicly - sponsored post-secondary courses (excluding Univer- 
sities) in the 1968-1969 schoolyear was 6,420. There were 1, 883 graduates. Duringthe 1967- 
1968 school year full-time enrollment totalled 4, 884 with 1,589 persons graduating. 

Receipts of the 135 regular motion picture theatres in the province in 1969 amounted to 
$10.7 million. Receipts from admissions increased 9,8% over 1968 in spite of an 8.9% de- 
crease in the number of paid admissions. There were 7.3 million paid admissions during the 
year of which Edmonton contributed 1.9 million, Calgary 2,1 million and other places 3.3 mil- 
lion. Average capacity utilized was 19%. Receipts of the 37 drive-in theatres in the province 


totalled $3. 2 millionin1969. Per capita expenditure on motion picture entertainment increased 


to $7.09 from $6. 67 the previous year.
